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WHERE THEY ARE AT. 
The Free Press, of Winnipeg, has 
at last condescended to notice the 
project of an overland route from Ed- 
monion to the Yukon. It now notices 
it to deprecate the idea that anything 
so slow as pack trail travel should be 


considered sufficient fer the needs of 
the Yukon—and wants a railway. It 
also ventures a slight sneer at the 
action of the Winnipeg board of trade 
in supporting the Edmonton route. 
It is a good thing to know just where 
the Free Press is on this question 
which interests the whole of its con- 
stituency so deeply. it is against a 
pack trail or wagon read, and is in 
favor of a raiitway. The airy manner 
in which it ignores the immense differ- 
ence in cost between a railway and a 
pack trail or wagon road, while setting 
up the great advantage of the former 
over the latter, 1s net an earnest of 
good faith in the Free Press’ argu- 
ments. No person suggests or pre- 
tends that a railway is not preferable 
to a wagon road. Ne one is finding 
fauit with the proposition to build a 
railway wherever a railway can ad- 
vantageously be built. But when the 
people of the Northwest say they 
desire and would be advantaged by 
the opening up even of a pack trail, 


it might be expected that the leading | 
paper of the west would lend the | 


scheme a helping hand. It is to be 
regretted by the people of the North- 
west that it has not seen fit to do so; 


it is quite as deeply to be regretted | 
by its proprietors that it has not hit | 


upon a better excuse for not doing so 
than that travel by trail would be too 
slow. It is as little as should be ex- 
pected even from the special organ of 
the C. P. R., that if no objection were 
made by eastern people to the project- 
ed raid of that company upon the 
national treasury in aid of a coast 


railway, that its organ would at least | 


not attempt to block the small ex- 
penditure necessary to allow its im- 
mediate subscribers in Manitoba and 
the Territcries a share in the advant- 
ages of Yukon development, by the 


opening of a pack and cattle trail | 


direct from the prairies to the gold 
fields by the shortest route. 

The Free Press says: “People go- 
ing to the Yukon do not intend to 
walk, or ride horse back or goina 
wagon.” Then, pray, how do they in- 
tend to get there during the coming 
season, when the rush will be greater 
than during any other season? No 
matter what railway is built or when 
it is buiit, it will not be built in time 
for next season’s rush. 
have te walk or ride on horse back or 


People will 


go in a wagon, for the coming season 
at any rate; whether that means of 
conveyance has the distinguished 
approval of the Free Press or not. 
They are going in thousands and they 
will spend millions A proportion 
will take the eastern route in any 
case, and particularly if the govern- 
ment enters actively upon a policy of 
opening out a trail early in the season. 
The Seattle Post-Intelligencer figures 
that eight thousand people sailed from 
that port for the Yukon during the 
past season, after having spent $2,500;- 
000 in the city outfitting. What- 
ever share of next season’s travel 
comes by way of Edmonton will mean 
a proportionate expenditure in out- 
fitting te the benefit, of the retailers 
of Edmonton and Calgary and _pos- 
sibly of Winnipeg and certainly of 
the wholesalers of Winnipeg and the 
commercial centres further east. For 
next spring’s trade the Edmonton 
route will not have to compete with a 
railway. It will have to compete 
with routes which have been utterly 
condemned by the experiences of this 
season, and consequently will have 
that much inits favor. The profits 
on one season's outfitting will pay 
over and over again for any expendi- 
ture necessary in opening a good pack 
trail. It would pay the business men 
of the places interested to put up the 
money themselves for the purpose; 
but it is impossible to get the inter- 
ests to combine ; and in any case such 
work is a part of the business of the 
government. People have been strik- 
ing out on this trail ever since August 
last. They are still going¥and will 
continue to go all winter. In March 


: ; 
next there will be arush which wiil 


keep up most of the summer. But 
the rush will be comparatively 
insignificant unless the govern- 
ment takes hold of the work of 


improving the trail during the com- 
ing winter—particularly if the Free 
Press and all the other newspaper 
organs of the C. P. R. in Canada get 
their orders to ignore it as long as 
they can, and when they cannot 
longer ignore it to decry it. What 
do the wholesale dealers and mer- 
chants of Winnipeg think of the 
paper which appeals to them from 
day to day through its scliciting 
agents for support to keep it in ex- 
istence and then uses that existence 
to turn away the greatest run of cus- 
tom that ever came to their doors? 
While the coast cities and coast papers 
are sparing neither pains nor expense 
to keep their advantages before the 
world, enterprising Winnipeg’s lead- 
ing paper is throwing cold water on 
the project which would give to that 
city a large share of the Yukon out- 
fitting trade. 

The making of a_ good pack 
and cattle trail from Edmonton 
to the Yukon would place in the 
hands of the farmers of Western 
Canada the supplying of the demand 
of the Yukon miners for beef, not only 
now, but for all time. This new out- 
let would add something to the price 
of every beef steer in Manitoba or the 
Northwest. The use of pack ponies 
on the trail would give value to a 
| class of stock which here in the west, 
'at least for the past year or two, has 
had practically no value. But the 
Free Press, which used to be the 
western farmer’s friend, sneers at the 
| project that would do all this ata 


| trifling cost. 

Even when the proposed railway 
| from Telegraph creek to Teslin take is 
built, it will be cheaper to drive 
cattle to the Yukon from the western 
| plains than to ship them over the 


| amphibious route that the Free Press 
is compelled to support ; provided the 
road is made tolerably good. There- 
fore the necessity of a <attle trail is 
not lessened by the construction of 
| the from a Northwest 
point of view. Is the matter 
|to take shape that a cattle trail 
|is not to be opened, so that the 
iC. P. R. shall get a rake off on the 
carriage of cattle into the Yukon? 
| The attitude of the Free Press has 
this appearance. But it is a dangerous 
attitude for the organs of the railway 
to take. If there isnot to be both a 
western railway and an eastern pack 
trail, Territorial and eastern repre- 
| sentatives will be compelled to support 
the project which is of most immed- 
|iate interest to their constituents as 
against that which is of less interest 
to them. 

The Yukon is a district 
in which a large part of the attraction 
for years will be prospecting. Horses 
are an advantage in prospecting. Is 
it likely that the prospector will buy 
his horses in the Territories, and 
freight them to the coast, and thence 
into the Yukon over the proposed 
railway, if he can drive them over a 
fair trail ell the way from Edmonton 
and make them tarry a few months 
supplies with them as well? The 
whole country from the Saskatchewan 
'to the Yukon is gold-bearing. Then 
will not prospectors outfit here to 
search over or work in all that vast 
region if they have a good trail to 
travel on? Whatever the C. P. R. 
wants; whatever the coast wants ; 
whatever the Yukon-bound pilgrim 
wants, the interests of Central and 
| Eastern Canada want DIRECT access to 
the Yukon, first by trail and then by 
rail; and if they do not get it it wili 
be their own fault in allowing therm- 
selves to be hoodwinked by the in- 
terests controlling the Free Press. The 
| government will do what public 
opinion demands. If eastern public 
opinion does not strongly assert 
itself in its own interest it has only 
itself to blame if its interests are not 
served.

The case is well put in an immigra- 
tion circular recently issued by the 
Northern Pacific railway: ‘The 
man that feeds the miners get the 
gold, * * Klondike gold without 
Klondike cold. * * * Washington 
and Idaho farmers will supply the 
wheat, vegetables, fruit, poultry, 
honey, butter, and eggs for the 
Alaska market.” The proposed C. P. 
R. route by the coast will further 
help cut the farmer of Washington 
and Idaho, but the Northwest farmer 
will be excluded as completely as he 
has hitherto been or ac has the Cana- 
dian outfitter. Hasn’t Canada built

nearly enough railways out of the 
taxes of the Canadian farmer for the 
benefit of the farmer of the United 
States? If she has not, at least the 
Free Press should not deny to the 
Northwest farmer the poor privilege 
of competing over a cheap wagon road 
for the trade which his Yankee com- 
petitor is to have the advantage of a 
railway in handling. 


B. 0. ROUTE TO PELLY RIVER. 


The following from the Victoria 
Colonist shows that at least the last 
150 miles of the proposed route from 
Edmonton to Pelly river, by way of 
the Peace and Liard rivers, is practic- 
able. The route followed by the 
party reached the Liard river at the 
mouth of Dease river down which the 
party travelled through the Cassair 
mining district from Dease lake. 
From the mouth of Dease river the 
route would be up the Liard and 
Frances rivers to Frances lake, about 
100 miles. This part would be com- 
mon to both routes as well as the 35 
miles mentioned from Frances lake to 
Pelly river : 

“Mr. Whitley was for a time re- 
sident in Vancouver, and left there 
four months ago as one of a party out- 
fitted by the Oppenheimer Brothers to 
engage in mining operaticns on the 
Pelly river. Ascending the Stickeen 


_to Telegraph creek, they crossed to 


rN 


the Liard and went up the stream 
100 miles to Lake Frances, at which 
point Whitley left them, the cracking 
of his breast bone through a fall over a 
precipice necessitating his return for 
medical attention. 

“The party found the trail fairly 
good all the way in, and had their 
preparations made for spending the 
winter comfortably in camp at Lake 
Frances, crossing with sleds in the 
spring to their destination, only 35 
miles farther on. Whitley was accom- 
panied by a heavy snowstorm all the 
way out, and the white mantle lay 
two feet deep on the ground when he 
bade his companions good-bye at the 
camp.” 

The route followed by this party is 
the same as that taken by Dr. Daw- 
son in his exploration of the Pelly and 


Yukon rivers. 


REDUCED PASSENGER RATES. 


In accordance with the intimation 
given by Supt. Whyte of the C. P. R. 
during his recent visit there has been a 
substantial reduction in the passenger 
rates over the C. & E. line. Formerly 
the rate was 5 cents a mile. Now it is 
4 cents a mile, a difference of nearly 
$2 each way on the trip to Calgary. 
Formerly a ticket to Calgary was $9.60. 
After Nov. 6th it will be $7.68. The 
intimation is conveyed in the following 
letter from Robert Kerr,traffic manager, 
to Isaac Cowie, president of the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade. 

Isaac Cowie, Esq., 
President, Edmonton board of trade, 
Edmonton. 

Dear Sir: You will no doubt be 
pleased to learn that I have received 
instructions from the Executive of this 
eompany, the Calgary and Edmonton 
railway company, and the QuAppelle, 
Long Lake and Saskatchewan railway 
companies to reduce the local passenger 
rates between Lethbridge, Medicine 
Hat and intermediate stations, and on 
the main line Medicine Hat to Calgary 
and intermediate stations ; on the C. 
& E. line, Macleod to Edmonton and 
intermediate stations,and on the Prince 
Albert branch, Regina, Prince Albert 
and intermediate stations, down to 4 
cents per mile. 

This is a reduction of 20 per cent, 
which I am sure the people of the Ed- 
monton district will fully appreciate. 

The new rates will go into effect 
November 6th, as it will take that 
time to get our new tariffs printed and 
distributed.

With a few 
thousand old prospectors roaming over 
that country, they might find at least 
fragments of the long-sought north 
pole imbedded in great banks of gold

Const. Kitchen, of the mounted 
police, was here recently investigating 
a case of fire. 

The new law relating to stopping of 
prairie fires has done good here already. 
On Sunday a fire had got a fair start 
at Stony creek settlement, seven or 
eight miles northwest from here. Mr. 
Carl Wabel, the newly appointed 
fire guardian, at once went to the scene 
and ordered out all within the limits. 
The whole force worked all day Sun- 
day. They had to plow abceut three 
miles of a fire break. Ali responded to 
the summons although it was on the 
Sabbath. It is to be hoped such 
prompt action wil! be taken by one and 
all of the new guardians. There is no 
telling what damage this fire might 
have done or wuere it might now have 
travelled but for Mr. Wabel’s prompt 
action. The only fauit is that one 
guardian is not enough to cover thirty 
miles of territory. There should be 
another at Stony creek and one at 
Duhamel.

CROW’S NEST RAILWAY. 

Winnipeg Tribune correspondence : 
There is a gocd deal of kicking through 
the west that the government did not 
build the Crow’s Nest pass railway. 
The 3-cent reduction on wheat is re- 
garded asa sop to Manitoba, while the 
Territories receive no corresponding 
benefit. This particularly refers to 
that part of the west which is uot in- 
terested in wheat shipments east. 
They say they ought not to be denied 
railway competition even if the eastern 
section of the preiries do get a little 
benefit. People in the west claim 
that the Crow’s Nest pass railway will 
be built for the subsidy, and so far as 
expense is concerned the government 
might as well own the road as not. 
As to such aroad being entirely at the 
mercy of the C. P. R. they aay that 
there is no reason why such should be 
the case. There is now a narrow 
guage road, the Alberta Railway & 
Coal Company railway, runing down 
to the boundary, and this line is to be 
widened to broad gauge in a short time. 
At the boundary it connects with the 
Great Falls & Canada railway, and at 
Shelby Junction, Montana, 104 miles
